Sir, — I  have  now  the  honour  to  present  a  report  upon  the  operations  of  this  de- 
partment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  to  which  date  the  accounts  must  be 
made  to  conform  ;  inasmuch,  however,  as  many  matters  of  interest  have  occurred  since 
then,  I  have,  in  these  introductory  remarks,  brought  the  information  down  to  the  present 
date,  when  practically  all  the  departmental  reports  have  been  presented. 

After  a  long  session  Parliament  rose  on  August  10,  1904,  and,  although  nothing 
could  be  known  with  certainty,  all  indications  pointed  to  the  probability  of  a  general 
election  occurring  before  the  broken  weather  which  precedes  the  setting  in  of  winter. 
The  printing  of  the  voters'  lists  became,  therefore,  of  necessity,  the  first  duty  of  the  de- 
partment ;  for  without  them  no  election  could  be  held  and,  certainly,  no  efficient  canvass 
could  be  made  by  the  candidates.  Urgent  demands  came  in  from  all  sides  and,  as  the 
probabilities  strengthened,  these  demands  grew  more  and  more  clamorous.  The  task 
was  a  heavy  one  for  the  limited  resources  of  the  Bureau  and  therefore,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  monthly  trade  bulletius,  the  law  reports,  and  the  departmental  forms 
necessary  for  administration,  everything  else  was  put  aside  ;  the  main  strength  of  the 
Bureau  was  thrown  upon  the  voters'  lists  and  they  were  sent  out,  not  only  in  time  for 
the  elections  but  for  the  preliminary  canvassing.  After  the  lists  were  supposed  to  be  all 
printed  new  lists  were  found  to  have  matured  and  lists  for  unorganized  districts  were 
sent  in.    These  kept  up  the  strain  until  the  day  of  nomination  (Oct.  27). 

Immediately  after  the  election  the  intermitted  work  of  the  preceding  session  was 
resumed  and,  before  that  could  be  overtaken,  an  unusually  early  session  of  Parliament 
was  announced.  The  proclamation  appeared  in  The  Gazette  of  November  21,  1904,  and 
waked  up  the  different  departments  to  begin  to  prepare  their  copy  for  the  annual  reports. 
The  copy  for  the  Audit  report  began  to  flow  and  each  department  assumed  that  its  own 
report  was  the  most  essential  for  the  opening  of  Parliament  on  January  11,  1905,  while 
the  Audit  Office  sought  to  monopolize  the  whole  force  of  the  Printing  Bureau. 

Under  such  circumstances  the  strain  upon  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  has,  of  necessity, 
been  unusually  protracted  and  severe.  For  long  periods  the  men  worked  from  8  o'clock 
in  the  morning  until  10  o'clock  at  night.  They  were,  of  course,  paid  for  the  overtime 
but  so  long  a  strain  is  wearing  and  was  not  desired  by  the  employees.  It  is  due  to 
them  to  say  that  they  worked  strenuously  and  cheerfully ;  with  the  result  that  the 
election  printing  was  ready  in  good  time,  the  back  work  of  the  session  overtaken  and 
the  departmental  reports  got  out,  so  that  although  Parliament  assembled  on  January  11 
they  were  ready  by  the  time  they  were  wanted  for  the  estimates. 
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Such  were,  in  general,  the  circumstances  attending  the  operations  of  the  department 
during  the  last  six  months,  and  I  now  beg  to  append  more  special  reports  under  their 
respective  headings. 

The  Buildix<;. 

In  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  May  14,  1901,  at  page  280,  will  be 
found  a  report  from  the  Printing  Committee  of  Parliament  and  adopted  by  the  House. 
The  third  clause  is  as  follows  :  — 

3.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  Bureau  has 
outgrown  the  facilities  for  handling  it,  an  annex  should  be  built, 
affording  sufficient  room  for  additional  plant  and  presses,  and  accom- 
modation for  all  the  hands  required  for  the  efficient  and  economical 
working  of  the  Bureau. 

Nothing  was  done  in  that  session  or  in  the  next;  but,  in  1903,  a  small  vote  was 
passed  to  build  a  fireproof  addition  for  storing  standing  matter.  No  steps  were  taken 
that  year,  for,  in  reality,  such  a  building  would  not  solve  the  existing  difficulty  ;  but,  in 
1904,  an  appropriation  was  made  for  an  addition  to  one  of  the  wings  and  to  provide 
another  story.  In  the  summer  of  1904,  the  work  was  begun  and,  late  in  November,  the 
windows  were  closed  in.  It  was  too  late  in  the  season  to  begin  to  raise  the  roof  for  the 
additional  story  intended  for  the  bindery,  and  the  rooms  added  were  not  provided  with 
heat,  light  or  power,  nor  could  all  the  floors  be  laid.  In  the  early  part  of  the  present 
.month  of  March,  however,  when  the  cold  moderated  and  the  days  lengthened,  it  became 
possible  to  put  a  small  additional  staff  of  folders  into  one  of  the  rooms.  It  is  hoped 
that  by  next  winter  all  the  proposed  space  will  be  available. 

Although  the  extension  might  well  have  been  larger  it  will  be  of  great  assistance 
in  providing  additional  room  for  presses.  The  pressroom  has  been  very  much  crowded. 
It  will  also  enable  the  voters'  list  room  (which  was  crowded  out  ten  years  ago)  to  be  re- 
instated with  the  conveniences  of  former  years,  and  the  additional  story  will  at  once  be 
taken  up  by  the  long  needed  expansion  of  the  bindery.  To  carry  out  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Printing  Committee  additional  plant  will  now  be  necessary.  In  these  days 
of  labour-saving  machines  it  would  be  extravagant  to  employ  hand  labour  for  work 
which  can  be  done  in  one-fourth  of  the  time  by  machine.  The  machines  pay  for  their 
cost  in  a  year,  and  it  is  necessary  to  adopt  the  latest  appliances  to  handle  with  despatch 
the  immense  mass  of  sheets  running  off  the  presses. 

The  Voters'  Lists. 

The  last  change  in  the  election  law  imposed  additional  labour  upon  the  Bureau,  for 
thenceforth  the  voters'  lists  were  never  complete,  and  they  never  will  be  found  completely 
revised  and  ready  for  use  at  any  one  definite  time  throughout  the  year.  New  lists  are 
continually  maturing  and  old  lists  are  becoming  obsolete,  so  that  a  quick  election  on  a 
sudden  emergency  can  never  be  ordered  without  careful  consideration  of  the  exact  state 
of  the  printed  lists.  Three  months  should  always  be  allowed  to  get  the  lists  ready.  If 
the  emergency  should  arise  when  a  good  portion  are  already  printed,  the  time  might  be 
shortened  to  two  months  for  the  remainder.    It  is  here  where  the  value  of  the  provision 
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of  the  law  becomes  apparent  by  which  the  limit  of  the  lists  to  be  used  for  an  election 
is  fixed  at  the  sixtieth  day  prior  to  the  day  of  nomination.  That  fixes  a  date  up  to 
which  the  lists  may  be  completed.  When  the  extension  of  the  building  permits  the 
allotment  of  a  room  specially  for  this  purpose  the  business  may  be  placed  on  a  better 
basis,  but  now  the  standing  lists  are  crowded  into  a  dark  cellar,  and  when  got  out  and 
replaced  are  run  on  trucks  twice  the  length  of  the  building  and  hoisted  up  three  stories. 

Taking  them  province  by  province  in  order  of  time,  the  first  lists  to  come  in  are 
those  from  New  Brunswick.  They  should  be  made  up  in  December,  and  for  the  most 
part  they  come  in  during  January.  The  next  to  arrive  are  from  Nova  Scotia,  and 
by  local  law  should  be  made  up  by  March,  but  they  keep  coming  in  until  August.  In 
May  the  first  o'.  the  two  annual  revisions  of  British  Columbia  comes  in.  In  August  the 
Ontario  lists  begin  to  arrive,  and  they  keep  dropping  in,  one  township  after  another, 
until  the  succeeding  February.  The  Quebec  lists,  with  a  few  exceptions,  ought  to  be 
compiled  in  September,  but  are  not  all  in  for  months  after.  The  second  revision  for 
British  Columbia  is  due  in  November.  The  Manitoba  lists  are  made  up  whenever  the 
local  government  orders  it;  there  is  no  fixed  date.  All  the  lists  are  under  the  laws  of 
the  provincial  governments,  and  a  year  ago  the  whole  of  the  Quebec  lists,  which  had  been 
printed  in  advance  were  rendered  useless  by  a  Quebec  statute  changing  the  date  of 
revision  from  March  to  September.  The  first  intimation  of  the  change  was  the  receipt 
of  the  printed  volume  of  statutes.  The  printing  had  been  going  on  with  reference  to  the 
old  statute  for  months  after  the  change  of  the  law. 

In  this  way  the  lists  are  in  a  continual  state  of  transition,  and  the  restoration  of 
the  old  voters'  list  room  becomes  doublv  necessary.  The  new  room  when  available  will 
enable  these  incessant  changes  to  be  more  closely  followed.  As  a  matter  of  simple  con- 
venience, so  far  as  the  condition  of  the  lists  is  concerned,  the  time  when  the  largest 
number  is  available  is  late  in  October  or  early  in  November,  about  the  date  of  the 
last  two  general  elections. 

The  Printing  Bureau  in  this,  as  well  as  in  the  two  preceding  elections,  was  not  able 
to  print  the  whole  of  the  lists  in  the  time  allotted,  and,  as  before,  the  assistance  of  twelve 
outside  offices  was  obtained.  The  King's  Printer  sent  clerks  to  Montreal  and  Toronto 
and  opened  temporary  offices  in  those  cities  for  the  purpose  of  reading  and  correcting 
proof.  In  this  way  forty-eight  lists  were  done  in  twelve  outside  offices  and  one  hundred 
and  forty-nine  were  done  at  the  Printing  Bureau.  The  twelve  outside  offices  got  all  the 
lists  they  could  take  and  did  not  stop  until  the  Bureau  had  completed  its  task.  The 
relation  between  the  number  done  outside  (48)  and  that  done  at  the  Bureau  (149) 
demonstrates  the  value  to  the  public  service  of  the  existence  of  the  Bureau.  The  total 
number  of  names  upon  the  printed  lists  is  1,255,921.  No  lists  are  printed  for  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  the  Northwest  Territories,  and  the  names  of  the  Manhood  Suffrage 
registration  voters  of  Ontario  are  not  printed.  These  must  be  added  to  arrive  at  the 
grand  total  of  voters  in  the  Dominion. 

Ballots. 

Under  the  l-ecent  amendment  to  the  law  the  forms  of  ballots  were  sent  out  from 
this  department.  The  changes  in  the  constituencies  which  came  into  force  at  the  last 
general  election  made  it,  in  many  instances,  difficult  to  decide  upon  the  proper  number 
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to  send  and  there  were  no  data  to  gauge  the  probable  vote  in  the  Northwest  Territories. 
The  quantity  required  was  approximated  and,  when  necessary,  the  returning  officers 
wrote  or  telegraphed  for  more.  The  ballot  forms  were  despatched  in  bags  by  registered 
mail,  and  no  communications  respecting  them  were  had  with  other  than  returning 
officers.    Suitable  precautions  were  taken  to  secure  accurate  count  and  careful  despatch- 

Departmental  Reports. 

It  has  been  supposed  of  late  that  there  is  some  statutory  provision  requiring  the 
presentation  of  the  departmental  reports  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  no  matter 
how  early  Parliament  may  meet.  The  statutes  of  organization  of  the  respective 
departments  give  the  dates  when  each  report  is  expected,  and  they  are  as  follows  : —

The  earlier  they  can  be  got  out  the  better,  and  the  Printing  Committee  embodied 
in  its  report  of  1901  a  recommendation  "  that  as  far  as  possible  the  departmental  reports 
"  should  be  prepared  in  a  few  weeks  at  latest  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year."  The 
fiscal  year  ends  on  June  30  ;  but  the  departmental  accounts  are  not  finally  closed  until 
August  31.  Some  reports  are  made  up  to  October  31  and  others  to  December  31.  If, 
in  the  present  instance,  the  copy  for  the  annual  reports  had  been  ready  it  could  not 
have  been  touched  while  the  election  printing  was  running  at  full  tide.  The  copy  was 
not,  however,  ready  until  after  the  election  was  decided,  and  then  it  came  in  with  a 
rush.  It  may  be  stated  as  self  evident  that  no  printing  office  the  Government  is  ever 
likely  to  provide  will  be  able  to  print  all  the  departmental  reports  in  six  weeks.  Such 
requirements  therefore  fell  with  great  weight  upon  a  printing  office  hardly  adequate  for 
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the  needs  of  Government  in  1888,  seventeen  years  ago,  before  the  great  expansion  now 
existing  when  the  administration  has  reached  out  to  regions  then  hardly  known  and 
includes  branches  then  unthought  of.  The  following  is  a  table  of  the  results  actually 
achieved.

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  appear  that  in  despite  of  all  these  obstacles  the 
annual  reports  were  not  "  delayed,"  and,  if  not  ready  for  the  opening  of  Parliament 
they  were  as  early  as  in  previous  years,  because  of  the  efforts  made  in  the  Printing 
Bureau  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service.  The  following  table  gives  the  dates 
of  issue  of  the  two  most  important  reports  for  the  past  seventeen  years.

The  copy  for  the  Public  Accounts  came  in  later  than  usual,  but  in  view  of  its 
importance  it  was  put  before  others  and  was  presented  fifteen  days  before  the  statutory 
date,  while  the  Trade  and  Navigation  report  was  out  a  month  before  that  limit.  These 
reports,  beyond  all  the  others,  contain  information  essential  to  Parliament,  and  yet  the 
statutory  date  for  their  issue  was  the  end  of  January.  The  clause  in  the  Act  respecting 
the  public  accounts  provides  that  they  "  shall  be  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons  by 
"  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General  on  or  before  the  thirty -first  day  of 
"  January,  in  the  following  year,  if  Parliament  is  then  sitting,  and  if  not  sitting,  then 
"  within  one  week  after  Parliament  is  next  assembled." 

It  appears  therefore  that  Parliament,  upon  occasions  when  it  may  be  called  in 
January  or  earlier,  did  not  contemplate  that  this,  the  most  important  report  of  the  whole 
series,  would,  of  necessity,  be  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  session,  but  fixed  the  limit  at 
January  31.  The  mass  of  copy  for  the  departmental  reports,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference 
to  the  preceding  table,  was  sent  to  the  printers  after  the  middle  of  November  while 
Parliament  met  on  January  1 1 — an  interval  of  only  forty-five  working  days.  One  of 
the  special  points  of  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committe  of  1901  was  to  provide  against 
delays  in  the  transmission  of  copv. 

The  whole  question  of  public  printing  was  the  subject  of  careful  inquiry  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  Parliament  in  1901  and  the  results  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
this  department  for  that  year  at  p.  xvi.    It  is  set  forth  in  the  minutes  that 

"  The  King's  Printer  appeared  before  the  Committee  and  gave  a  full  statement  as 
"  to  the  receipts  of  copy  and  the  return  of  proofs  of  work  done  at  the  Government 
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"  Printing  Bureau  and  also  a  general  explanation  pertaining  to  the  working  of  the 
"  various  departments.  After  hearing  these  explanations  which  appeared  to  the  Com- 
"  mittee  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory,  it  was  decided  that  the  King's  Printer  should 
"  furnish  to  the  Committee  a  memorandum  of  suggestions  for  aiding  and  improving  the 
"  work  of  the  Bureau  and  that  such  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government 
"  through  a  report  made  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons." 

A  report  was  made  and  adopted  by  Parliament  and  is  on  the  records,  and  it  included 
recommendations  for  the  enlargement  of  the  building  and  the  purchase  of  additional 
plant. 

After  a  thorough  inquiry  made  so  recently  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  revert  further 
to  the  records  of  former  years. 

The  Report  of  the  Audit  Office. 

No  printing  office  should  ever  be  expected  to  print  an  unwritten  book.  Since  the 
invention  of  the  art,  it  has  always  been  held  that  the  condition  precedent  to  printing  is 
the  delivery  of  copy,  and  that  an  appreciable  time  is  necessary  to  set  the  type  and  print 
the  work.  The  obscuration  of  this  rudimentary  principle  has  thrown  a  halo  of  mystery 
around  the  report  of  the  Audit  Office.  It  is  assumed  that  the  Auditor  General's  report 
is  an  actually  existing  manuscript  which  at  some  definite  time,  long  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  Parliament,  is  sent  to  be  printed,  and  it  is  sometimes  thought  that  the  copy  so  sent  is 
complete  when  sent,  and  that,  in  some  way,  it  is  ecpually  possible  to  print  it  in  time  for 
the  opening  of  Parliament,  whether  that  be  in  January  or  April. 

It  is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  a  book  of  2,500  pages  of  closely  condensed  figure 
matter,  produced  in  former  years  with  difficulty  for  a  session  in  March,  can  by  any  strain 
of  effort  be  produced  by  January  11,  and  the  absurdity  is  raised  to  its  highest  power  by 
the  fact  that  the  copy  for  the  book  was  not  written  by  that  time.  The  Audit  report 
contains  the  transactions  of  an  entire  fiscal  year.  As  before  stated,  the  fiscal  year  ends 
on  June  30,  but  the  time  for  finally  closing  the  accounts  is,  under  the  statute,  extended 
two  months  ;  so  that  the  fiscal  year  actually  closes  on  August  31.  September  1  then  is 
the  earliest  possible  date  at  which  the  Audit  office  could  have  the  complete  accounts  of 
the  departments,  even  if  they  were  instantly  sent  in.  After  these  are  sent  in,  the  items 
are  collected,  copied  out,  re-arranged  and  classified,  which  is  a  work  of  time  and  labour, 
as  anyone  may  see  on  a  cursory  examination  of  the  v  olumes.  They  contain  a  complete 
inventory  and  detailed  recapitulation  of  all  the  purchases  for  all  the  services  of  govern- 
ment down  to  the  smallest  item.  This  is  not  a  work  to  be  done  in  a  hurry  or  to  be 
crowded  into  a  few  weeks  and,  as  the  country  grows,  the  resulting  volumes  will  grow  at 
a  greater  ratio  even  than  they  have  grown  in  the  past  few  years.  To  prepare  such  a 
report  for  the  opening  of  Parliament  it  makes  a  great  difference  whether  the  session 
commences  on  January  11  or  March  25.  The  question  whether,  if  the  copy  could  be 
produced  in  a  given  time,  it  could  be  printed  in  that  same  time  is  a  hypothetical  question 
the  discussion  of  which  is  not  of  pressing  importance. 

The  report  of  the  Audit  Office,  as  printed  at  the  present  day,  differs  from  the 
reports  of  departments  inasmuch  as  it  is  not,  like  them,  enjoined  to  be  presented  at  any 
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special  time.  The  only  statutory  provision  in  regard  to  this  ruport  is  R.S.C.,  Cap.  29, 
Sec.  35  (Cons.  Revenue  and  Audit  Act),  as  follows  : — 

"  The  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General  shall  cause  an  account  to  be  pre- 
pared and  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  General,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
October  in  every  year,  showing  the  issues  made  from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
in  the  financial  year  ended  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding,  for  the  interest  and 
management  of  the  public  funded  and  unfunded  debt,  for  the  civil  list,  and  all  other 
issues  in  the  financial  year,  for  services  directly  under  his  control ;  and  the  Auditor  General 
shall  certify  and  report  upon  the  same  with  reference  to  the  Acts  of  Parliament,  under 
the  authority  of  which  such  issues  have  been  directed  ;  and  such  accounts  and  reports 
shall  be  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver 
General,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  in  the  following  year,  if  Parlia- 
ment is  then  sitting,  and  if  not  sitting,  then  within  one  week  after  Parliament  is  next 
assembled." 

From  this  it  is  evident  that  what  is  ordered  to  be  produced  on  or  before  January 
31  in  each  year  is  what  is  found  in  Part  C  of  the  Audit  Report  (Appropriation  Ac- 
counts), and,  therefore,  that  being  done,  the  departmental  reports  which  have  a  fixed 
limit  should  have  precedence  of  publication  before  the  details  of  expenditure.  Part  C 
makes  a  pamphlet  the  size  of  the  Public  Accounts,  and  can  easily  be  made  ready  at  the 
same  time  with  them.  This  year  it  could  have  been  got  out  long  before  the  statutory 
limit.  The  details  of  expenditure  might  follow.  They  make  the  mass  of  the  book  as 
now  printed.  The  Public  Accounts  report,  together  with  Part  C  of  the  Audit  Report, 
make  the  complete  statement  ordered  for  January  3 1  of  each  year.  One  thing  is  abso- 
lutely certain  and  that  is  that,  unless  the  fiscal  year  be  changed,  whenever  Parliament 
meets  early  in  January  the  entire  Audit  Report  of  2,500  pages  never  will  be  ready  in 
the  future,  as  it  never  was  ready  in  the  past,  and  if  the  Printing  Rureau  were  doubled 
in  size  that  would  still  be  the  case  because  the  book  is  not  written  within  that  time  ; 
but  the  statute  mav  be  complied  with,  no  matter  how  early  Parliament  meets,  by  pub- 
lishing the  appropriation  accounts  as  was  originally  done. 

From  the  necessary  conditions  of  the  case  it  follows  that  the  work  of  preparation 
in  the  Audit  Office  goes  on  in  sequence,  department  by  department,  and  the  printing 
follows  pace  by  pace.  As  an  actual  matter  of  fact  it  has  always  taken  from  four  to  five 
months  to  complete  the  copy.    Taking  the  last  six  years,  the  dates  are  as  follows  : — 

1899 —  Copy  came  in  from  Oct.    20  to  March  30 — 5  months  and  10  days. 

1900 —  "  "  Oct.  2  to  Jan'y-  28—4  months  less   4  days. 

1901—  "  "  Sept.  17  to  Jan'y.  31— 4|  months. 

1902—  "  "  Oct.  2  to  Feb.    11—  4  "months  and  11  days. 

1903—  «  "  Oct.  26  to  March  11— 4  months  and  16  days. 

This  year  the  date  of  first  copy  was  Oct.  21,  but  it  was  trifling  in  amount.  It  was 
not  until  November  16  that  any  serious  quantity  was  sent  in.  The  actual  process  is 
not  generally  understood,  and  to  make  the  sequence  clear  the  following  statement  of 
receipts  of  copy  is  given.  It  establishes  the  point  that  when  Parliament  assembled  on 
January  11,  1905,  one  third  of  the  copy  was  not  ready  It  also  shows  that  the  copy 
was  not  complete  on  February  1.  The  progressive  preparation  of  the  copy  may  be 
traced  by  the  letters  in  the  record  ;  portion  after  portion  being  sent  to  the  printer  as  it 
could  be  got  ready.    Necessarily  the  printers  required  time  to  set  the  type  and  to  read 
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and  correct  the  proof  to  make  it  conform  to  copy,  after  which  the  alterations,  corrections 
and  revises  in  the  Audit  Office  occupied  an  average  over  the  whole  work  of  seven  days 
for  each  sheet  of  1 6  pages  before  the  sheet  could  be  made  up  for  press.

It  is  evident  from  the  above  statement  how  gradually  the  copy  was  prepared.  For 
instance,  Part  W  came  in  six  portions,  from  November  21,  1904,  to  January  13,  1905. 
Public  Works  was  in  seven  portions,  from  November  24,  1904,  to  January  13, 1905. 


The  preceding  table  shows  also  how  late  the  copy  was  in  coming  in.  Up  to 
November  15  only  580  folios  (not  ten  per  cent)  of  the  copy  had  been  sent  in,  and  the 
Bureau  had  been  seven  times  out  of  copy,  and  was  asking  for  more.  On  November  16 
serious  delivery  of  copy  commenced.  All  copy  received  was  in  type  on  December  1  and 
after  that  the  work  went  continuously  on,  with  a  week  to  ten  days'  supply  of  copy  ahead 
of  the  compositors,  while  the  changes  and  corrections  were  going  on  all  the  time  and 
the  sheets  were  being  run  off  the  press.  The  total  bulk  of  the  copy  was  7,889  folios,  of 
which  3,087  folios  were  received  after  January  1,  1905. 

Although  the  session  was  unusually  early,  it  was  this  year  required  that,  not  only 
the  Audit  report  should  be  ready,  but  that  the  other  reports  also  should  be  presented  before 
discussing  the  estimates  for  each  respective  department.  To  meet  this  unusual  demand, 
the  Audit  report  was  brought  out  in  parts — a  plan  which  had  twice  before  been 
adopted.  On  January  23,  Part  1  was  issued  ;  containing  the  following  portions— Audit, 
Customs,  Geological  Survey,  Governor  General,  Indians,  Justice,  Legislation,  Militia, 
Post  Office,  Printing,  Privy  Council  and  Secretary  of  State.  On  J anuary  30,  Part  2 
was  issued,  containing  Public  Works  and  Railways  and  Canals.  On  February  20  the 
final  part  was  issued,  containing  the  remaining  portions.    The  report  had  grown  from 
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624  pages  in  1884  to  2,500  pages,  but  the  following  table  shows  that  it  was  not  issued 
later  than  in  previous  years,  despite  the  unsual  demands  of  the  six  previous  months.

From  the  preceding  analytical  tables  the  whole  method  of  preparing  and  printing 
the  Audit  report  will  be  clear.  The  process  went  on  this  year  as  always  before.  It  was 
not  foreseen  that  Parliament  would  assemble  so  early,  and  the  flow  of  copy  was  some- 
what later  than  usual  in  commencing.  The  ending  of  the  copy  has  in  past  years  varied 
much  — in  1899  it  was  March  30  ;  in  1900  Jan.  28  ;  in  1901  Jan.  31  ;  in  1902 
Feb.  11  ;  in  1903  March  11.  When  the  time  permits  it  runs  on  longer  ;  it  is  not  a 
definite  manuscript  completely  ready  at  a  definite  time.  The  table  has  been  extended 
back  to  the  first  institution  of  the  Audit  office  to  show  the  rapid  growth  of  the  report 
after  the  establishment  of  the  Printing  Bureau.  It  was  a  different  book  in  the  time  of 
the  contract.    Such  a  book  as  this  could  not  have  been  got  out  then. 
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In  all  the  "preceding  statements  nothing  has  been  said  of  the  fact  that  there  is 
another  Auditor  General's  report  of  2,500  pages  going  on  at  the  same  time ;  to  wit,  the 
French  version.  Every  line  of  tb;«  mass  of  matter  must  be  turned  into  French  and  two 
more  volumes  of  the  same  bulk  i.  -sf  therefore  be  produced.  Few  who  discuss  the 
question  think  or  know  of  this  or  take  it  into  account.  The  conversion  must,  moreover, 
be  made  before  the  type  of  the  English  edition  can  be  distributed  ;  because  the  rules 
and  figures  of  the  English  version  are  made  available  for  the  French.  While  the 
English  version  is  being  hurried  on,  a  good  many  men  must  be  still  kept  upon  the 
French  to  secure  a  return  of  type.  The  whole  of  the  2,500  pages  of  one  version  cannot 
be  kept  standing  before  the  other  is  commenced.  The  quantity  of  type  which  is  locked 
up  in  these  two  versions  has  varied  from  five  to  seven  tons.  What  can  be  done  by 
machines  is  so  done,  but  the  copy  is  not  suitable  for  machine  setting  and  the  conditions 
required  do  not  permit  the  economical  use  of  machines  for  a  large  part  of  it.  As  for  the 
French  version  it  is  set  by  compositors  familiar  with  both  languages  who  use  the  English 
version  for  copy  and  change  it  into  French  as  they  work  at  their  cases.  The  only 
French  copy  which  ever  exists  is  the  correspondence  and  some  similar  continuous  matter. 
That  is  translated  in  the  way  usual  with  other  documents.  Beyond  that  the  French 
is  set  from  English  copy. 

Wages. 

An  important  change  came  into  effect  during  the  last  twelve  months  in  the  principle 
regulating  the  rates  of  wages.  It  had  really  been  formulated  in  an  Order  in  Council  as 
long  ago  as  1893  and,  briefly  summarized,  was  to  the  effect  that  the  rates  paid  at  the 
Bureau  should  conform  to  current  rates, — the  cities  of  Montreal  and  Toronto  being  taken 
as  standards.  Nevertheless  it  was  a  matter  of  constant  complaint  among  the  master- 
printers  of  Canada  that  the  Bureau  not  only  paid  higher  rates,  but  was  a  centre  of 
disturbance  in  the  labour  market,  because  other  than  purely  industrial  considerations 
affected  the  rates  of  wages  at  Ottawa,  and  agitation  was  started  there  which  spread  to 
the  trade  everywhere  else. 

Without  stopping  to  discuss  the  precise  amount  of  justice  there  might  be  in  this 
complaint,  it  may  be  conceded  that  agitation  for  advances  in  rates  at  the  Bureau  some- 
times synchronized  with  expectations  of  impending  general  elections,  and  it  would  not 
be  wonderful  if,  at  such  periods,  claims  made  by  400  to  500  operatives  should  have  more 
than  their  exact  industrial  weight. 

In  June,  1903,  the  subject  came  into  prominence  through  demands  made  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  preclude  all  possibility  of  jaelding  to  them.  The  good  sense  of  the  majority 
averted  the  threatened  strike,  and  soon  everything  went  on  harmoniously  as  before.  In 
the  discussion  which  then,  of  necessity,  arose  it  came  out  plainly  that  the  Bureau  had 
already  been  paying  higher  rates  than  those  current  in  Montreal  and  Toronto.  What 
one  Order  in  Council  can  do  another  can  undo  or  modify  and  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  establish  the  principle  by  a  statute  and  thus  erect  a  barrier  against  all  influences 
other  than  those  of  the  industrial  conditions  of  the  country.  Parliament  was  then  in 
session  and,  after  debate,  a  statute  was  passed — Chap.  50  of  1^03 — which  embodied  the 
Order  in  Council  as  follows  : — 

"  4.  All  persons  employed  under  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  section  shall 
continue  to  be  paid  at  present  rates  in  accordance  with  weekly,  fortnightly  or  monthly 
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pay  rolls  audited  by  the  Accountant,  and  any  increase  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  the 
principle  established  by  an  Order  in  Council  approved  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninej^Yrift'ree,  and  set  forth  in  the  schedule 
to  this  Act." 

Schedule. 
Order  in  Council. 

"  On  a  Report,  dated  27th  November,  1893,  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  stating  that, 
with  a  view  to  prevent  any  unreasonable  increase  to  the  cost  of  work  by  gradual 
accretions  to  the  rates  of  wages  paid  at  the  Printing  Bureau,  it  is  expedient  to  lay  down 
the  principle  that  the  rates  of  wages  paid  to  the  operatives  employed  should  be  based 
upon  the  current  rates  for  similar  work  throughout  the  Dominion,  and  that,  for  more 
special  guidance  to  the  officers  of  the  department,  it  is  advisable  to  order  that  the  rates 
of  wages  in  the  cities  of  Montreal  and  Toronto  shall,  for  the  future,  be  taken  as  a 
standard  not  to  be  exceeded." 

In  this  way  the  principle  has  statutory  force  and  cannot  be  disturbed  save  by 
another  statute.  It  is  inconvenient  for  Parliament  to  be  subject  to  be  suddenly  brought 
to  a  stand-still  for  want  of  the  necessary  printing,  and  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
dignity  of  a  Government  to  be  called  from  more  important  duties  to  argue  out  industrial 
questions  as  a  master-printer  in  the  printing  trade  is  often  obliged  to  do.  Such  matters 
are  best  settled  by  the  interplay  of  industrial  forces  and  in  the  light  of  technical 
knowledge.  The  Government  as  an  employer  of  labour  is  always  prepared  to  pay  fair 
wages,  but  is  not  instituted  to  make  common  cause  with  master-printers  or  to  be  swept 
into  the  swirl  of  labour  disputes. 

In  June,  1904,  a  long  expected  movement  for  increase  in  wages  came  to  a  head  in 
Toronto.  On  one  side  were  the  master-printers,  represented  by  a  committee,  and  on 
the  other  were  all  the  labour  organizations  concerned — not  only  the  local  unions  but  the 
international  unions  to  which  they  are  affiliated.  They  formed  a  body  of  fifteen  experts, 
familiar  with  every  technical  detail  of  the  various  trades  interested  and  in  the  highest 
degree  competent  to  thresh  out  every  difficulty.  Such  a  tribunal  was  an  ideal  one  to 
consider  such  questions — nothing  could  be  overlooked.  The  result  was  that  after  a 
month's  earnest  discussion,  a  scale  of  rates  was  decided  upon  which,  in  some  classes  of 
work,  exceeded  the  rates  then  paid  at  the  Bureau.  The  Government  at  once  followed, 
but  those  classes  where  the  rates  paid  were  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  the  new  Toronto  scale 
remained  the  same.  To  have  raised  these  would  have  contravened  the  statute,  but  the 
statute  provided  against  cutting  them  down. 

The  arrangement  made  at  Toronto,  to  borrow  the  words  of  the  signed  document, 
"  guaranteed  industrial  peace"  until  June,  1907.  It  need  scarcely  be  said  that  no 
Government  official  was  a  party  to  it  or  took  anv  interest  in  the  protracted  proceedings 
leading  up  to  it.  It  was  drawn  up  in  strict  legal  form  and  signed  by  the  Master- 
Printers  and  Bookbinders  of  Toronto  on  the  one  part  and  by  representatives  of  the 
Toronto  Typographical  Union,  The  Bookbinders'  Union,  the  Pressmen's  Union,  the 
Stereotypers'  Union,  the  Feeders'  and  Assistants'  Union,  the  Mailers'  Union  and  the 
Bindery  Women's  Union  on  the  other  part.  It  was  approved  also  by  the  signatures  of 
representatives  of  the  International  Typographical  Union,  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Bookbinders,  the  International  Pressmen  and  Assistants'  Union  and  the  Inter- 
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national  Stereotypers'  Union  In  view  of  such  an  array  of  technical  knowledge  it  will 
be  hard  to  quarrel  with  the  prices  settled  upon — they  must  be  fair  and  they  must  be 
usual. 

While  the  rates  of  wages  are  thus  put  beyond  reach  it  must  not  be  supposed  that 
the  employees  of  the  Printing  Bureau  are  in  no  respect  better  off  than  their  confreres  in 
Toronto  and  elsewhere.  They  work  only  forty- eight  hours  a  week  and  they  are  paid  for 
thirteen  statutory  holidays  and  a  holiday  in  addition  generally  occurs  during  the 
year.  These  are  important  advantages  which  those  who  are  incessantly  agitating 
for  increases  must  take  into  account.  The  difference  in  the  hours  of  labour  thus  con- 
ceded to  the  comfort  of  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  necessity  falls  upon  the  cost  of 
government  work.
